3. The Lots to be taken away at the Buyer’s Expense 
and Risk upon the conclusion of the Sale, and the re¬ 
mainder of the Purchase money to be absolutely paid, or 
otherwise settled for to the satisfaction of the Auc¬ 
tioneer, on or before delivery; in default of which the 
undersigned will not hold himself responsible if the Lots 
be lost, stolen, damaged, or destroyed, but they will be 
left at the risk of the Purchaser.
